tiny house pests play hide-and-seek when they 

become aware that their whereabouts is known. 
Everyone, whether young or old, seeks to make him- 
self secure. Since security is a necessity, people 
seek security in all walks of life. Companionship, 
home, a profession, and a career are all used as 
means to obtain security. But the thought comes to 
mind, ‘How substantial is your home, your job, your 
bank account—your security?” 


Jesus said in His Sermon on the Mount, “Lay not 
up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth 
and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break through nor steal: For 
where your treasure is, there will your heart be also” 
(Matthew 6:19-21). 

In these last days, when troublesome and perilous 
times are upon all of us, causing the hearts of men 
to fail them, each of us needs to take inventory of 
his life and make sure of his security.

and serious preblem. Some of my favorite strength- 
giving Scriptures (which I am passing on to you) 
are found in Peter’s second letter, verses 3-11, chapter 
one.

E iny nous p AND everyone seek security. Even 
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us all things that pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of him that hath called us 
to glory and virtue: Whereby are given unto us ex- 
ceeding great and precious promises: that by THESE 
ye might be partakers of the divine nature, having 
escaped the corruption that is in the world through 
lust. And beside this, giving all diligence, add to 
your faith virtue; and to virtue knowledge; And to 
knowledge temperance; and to temperance patience; 
and to patience godliness; And to godliness brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness charity. For if 
these things be in you, and abound, they make you 
that ye shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But he that 
lacketh these things is blind, and cannot see afar 
off, and hath forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence 
to make your calling and election sure: for if ye 
do these things, ye shall never fall: For so an entrance 
shall be ministered unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” 

I am made to believe that scores of Christians 
have the false philosophy that, after conversion, sanc- 
tification, and a filling with the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, they are finished products, sealed on a ped- 
estal awaiting the rapture. Every born-again Chris- 
tian is entangled in continuous warfare with the ad- 
versary of the soul. We are, therefore, by God’s di- 
vine power to add daily these exceeding great and 
precious promises, being partakers of God’s divine 
nature. When we are born again, we are not fully 
mature Christians; we are born babes in Christ. We 
must grow daily in grace, bearing the fruits of the 
Spirit as we are pruned by the Master’s hand. 

First of all, we must have faith to please God. We 
must believe that He is, and that He is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek Him.

age of great scientific achievement; but this 
is also an age of great peril. The time has 
come when we as a nation should turn from the 
path of sin and seek the Lord with our whole hearts. 
With man-made inventions circling the globe, surely 
it is a time for sober thinking. For quite some time 
now, men of God have been prophesying that we 
are living in the last days. If you will notice in 
the two verses of scripture just before the text, the 
prophet Joel tells of a great outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit in the last days and then proceeds to give 
some signs preceding the second coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Here is the prophecy: “And I will shew 
wonders in the heavens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire and pillars of smoke.”. 
Then Peter on the day of Pentecost relayed that 
prophecy to us in the light of the coming of the 
Holy Ghost. He quotes from the prophet Joel: 


Sis WE ARE living in a modern age, an

and signs in the earth beneath; blood, and fire, 
and vapor of smoke: The sun shall be turned 
into darkness, and the moon into blood, before 
that great and notable day of the Lord” 


Today man has an invention called a satellite which 
has penetrated beyond the atmospheric heaven. This 
man-made satellite has done what many a person 
has said for years could never be done. This is just 
another sign that we are living in the last days 
—in the very Saturday evening of time. 


In his prophecy Joel says: 


“The sun shall be turned into darkness, and 
the moon into blood, before the great and the 
terrible day of the Lord come” (Joel 2:31). 


Reading these scriptures, I wonder if it might be 

made possible for man to invade the moon and the 

moon itself be bathed in the blood of man. 
Man today has obtained access to knowledge which, 


in the hands of wicked men, could be used to destroy 
the human race. Russia’s ambition for launching the 
satellite, according to Russia’s own admission, is only 
the first step in her plans to explore and dominate 
space. She plans to send men in space-ships to the 
moon, which is approximately 238,000 miles from the 
earth. If this is accomplished it will be the second 
step in the fulfillment of Russia’s ambition. 

This is not the first time this spirit has prevailed 
in the world. If you remember, in Genesis 11 the 
followers of Nimrod came to the land of Shinar 
and established their dwelling there. It was then 
that they decided to build a tower that would reach 
into heaven. So you see, the spirit of Sputnik is not 
a new thing. I personally believe it even goes back 
farther and reminds us of Satan’s ambition at the 
time of his fall. Notice what the Bible says about 
this boast of Satan:

THE AMOUNT OF personal soul-winning 
work that we do is gaged by our compassion for 
souls.

You Must Be Born of Water 


and of the Spirit 


Scripture: John 3:1-12. 
Text: “Except a man be born of water and of the 


Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God” 
(John 3:5). 


N THE EIGHTH PSALM we find these words, 
g “When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy 

fingers, the moon and the stars, which thou 
hast ordained; What is man, that thou art mindful 
of him? and the son of man, that thou visitest him? 
For thou hast made him a little lower than the an- 
gels, and hast crowned him with glory and honour. 
Thou madest him to have dominion over the works 
of thy hands; thou hast put all things under his feet.” 


What is man that thou art mindful of him? Man 
occupies a unique position in the universe. God has 
created man in His image and given him dominion 
over the physical world. Therefore, man is both spir- 
itual and physical. He is a spiritual being, adapted 
to live in a physical environment. 

When Jesus said to Nicodemus, “You must be born 
of water and of the Spirit,’”” He was saying man is a 
spiritual being equipped to exist in a physical environ- 
ment. He must be born of the Spirit and of the physi- 
cal. Being born of water signifies physical birth. Jesus 
spoke in language that physical man could under- 
stand as He portrayed the spiritual by physical anal- 
ogy. Most of us are either too dull to comprehend 
divine truth or else too weak to bear the magnificence 
and glory of it. Paul spoke of a man he once knew 
who was caught up into paradise and heard un- 
speakable words, which were not lawful for man to 
utter. If God uses the physical which we understand 
to portray the spiritual, then the physical analogy 
must be true or else we would not have confidence 
in the spiritual revelation. 

I shall first show that man is truly “born of water.” 
As we are convinced of this truth we can accept 
through faith the remainder of the statement and 
“be born of the Spirit.” 


I. You Must Be Born of Water 


THE HABITABLE EARTH is “born of wa- 
ter.” God created it to be inhabited. He placed it in 
the solar system at precisely the right position. The 
rays of the sun warm it, yet it is neither too hot 
nor too cold. He caused it to rotate about an axis 
without which only a small part of the earth would

be habitable. God caused it to revolve about the sun 
to provide for seasons, again extending the range of 
habitation. God clothed the earth with a blanket of 
atmosphere which filters out lethal radiation and 
holds in vital warmth. God did this and much more, 
but unless He had provided water, the essence of 
all physical life, the earth would be a barren waste- 
land of rock that would not support a single blade 
of grass. 

Through past ages water has been at work weather- 
ing igneous rock and transporting it as sediment to 
the seas. Huge masses of this sediment were laid 
down time and time again, which, upon solidification, 
became sedimentary rock. Upheavals in the earth’s 
crust uplifted these rock layers and left them again 
to the weathering forces of water to form soil. In 
the meantime, the chemicals and minerals in the 
rocks had been thoroughly mixed so that soil and sea 
water would support life. Wherever you see a blade 
of grass or any green plant there must be magnesium 
present, for magnesium is a vital constituent of 
chlorophyll, upon which all life directly or indirectly 
depends. In like manner this mixing action has dis- 
tributed some twelve minerals that are necessary for 
life throughout the earth wherever life is found. Some 
of these minerals are as rare as one part per million. 
Nevertheless, they are distributed in the soil and water. 
The actions of weathering and erosion are continually 
changing the surface of the earth. Water is dynami- 
cally shaping the face of the land. Truly, the earth 
is born of water. 

Water is the source of life. Three-fourths of the 
surface of the earth is covered with water. Without 
this large proportion and distribution the earth would 
be uninhabitable. Water absorbs heat from the sun, 
holds it, and distributes it more or less evenly over 
the face of the earth. Water has a greater specific 
heat than almost any other known substance; that is, 
it will hold several times as much heat per unit 
weight as soil or other substances. Besides, water has 
the unique property of contracting as it cools until 
it almost reaches the freezing point. Then, it ex- 
pands. Only one other substance, bismuth, has this 
property. Because of this property, when the surface 
of a body of water cools during the winter the cold 
surface water sinks to the bottom, thereby exposing 
warmer water which likewise cools. This process con- 
tinues until the body of water cools more or less uni- 
formly from top to bottom, and the cooling liberates 
heat to warm up the surrounding air. However, if the 
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water reaches freezing point, it expands and forms a 
protective layer of ice on the surface, thus preserving 
plant and animal life in the water from freezing. 
Being a fluid, water flows from one place to another 
to provide for the dissipation of heat. Great ocean 
currents or rivers transport amazing quantities of 
heat from warm seas to colder regions. 


Water has the unique property of existing in three 
states in a temperature range that is compatible 
with life—a solid, a liquid, and a gas. Without these 
properties, life would not be possible. A few of the 
reasons may be noted. When liquid water is changed 
into ice, large quantities of heat are liberated. If heat 
is added to a vessel containing water, a thermom- 
eter will show that it is impossible to raise the tem- 
perature above zero degrees centigrade as long 
as ice is present in the vessel. The change in state of 
ice into liquid water, or vice versa, takes place at 
a constant temperature, and experiment shows that 
a definite quantity of heat energy is involved. The 
eighty calories needed to convert one gram of ice 
into water without change in temperature is called 
heat of fusion of ice. Note then that the oceans and 
all bodies of water are gigantic reservoirs of heat. 
Likewise, when a gram of ice melts, eighty calories 
of heat are absorbed, so that the polar ice caps to 
moderate high extremes in temperature. 


Water in the liquid state is the carrier of physical 
life. There are definite reasons why living things are 
composed of from 60 per cent to 95 per cent water. 
All living processes take place in the presence of wa- 
ter. Water is one of the best solvents. Before there 
can be physiological action in an organism, the par- 
ticipating agents must be dissolved in water. For ex- 
ample, digestion renders food soluble so that it might 
be transported to the cells of the body. Upon reach- 
ing the cells it could not enter except the cell mem- 
brane be moist. Oxidation or burning of the food with- 
in the cell takes place in the presence of water. All 
the trillions of the cells of the body are bathed in 
water. They are as tiny microscopic individuals that 
live in a sea of fluids. If this fluid is drained from the 
cells our tissues dehydrate and death results. 


Water is the chief means of body temperature reg- 
ulation. The blood, which is 80 per cent water, dis- 
tributes heat uniformly throughout the body just as 
the mighty ocean currents distribute heat throughout 
the earth. This heat distribution is controlled by phys- 
ical process. If too much heat is built up in the 
body, the blood carries it to the surface where it is 
dissipated by radiation or sweat evaporation. 


For every gram of liquid water changed to vapor, 
540 calories of heat are absorbed. This absorption of 
heat cools the surface of the body. This property of 
water, referred to as the heat of evaporation, has 
far-reaching effects. The earth is cooled when water 
evaporates. This heat is carried upward and is dis- 
sipated by radiation into space. As the vapor gives 
up its heat, it condenses and falls as rain, snow, or 
sleet, so that again it is in usable form and can do 
its work all over again. 
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Water, then, in performing this work, makes pos- 
sible vital life processes, carves the face of the land, 
regulates temperature, and liberates vast quantities 
of energy which can be harnassed for the benefit 
of man. If water did not exist in these three states 
at normal temperatures, or if the freezing point of 
water were raised only a few degrees the earth would 
be vastly different and life could not exist. Truly man 
is born of water. 


II, You Must Be Born of the Spirit 


WE CAN SEE THAT man is born with a 
physical body and adapted to a physical environ- 
ment. He can be said to be in harmony with nature 
if his body is functioning normally. We are controlled 
by physical emotions which result from glandular 
activity. The hormone secretions of endocrine glands 
provide for dynamic equilibrium of physiological func- 
tions. If this balance is disturbed, we experience such 
emotions as fear, natural. love, and anger. We re- 
spond to physical stimuli which we receive through 
our senses. We see through our eyes but only because 
our eyes are formed to respond to light radiation 
which lies in a very narrow wave band. We hear 
through our ears but only because our ears are tuned 
to audio frequencies of sound vibration. We smell, 
taste, and feel other stimuli because our bodies are 
tuned to the vibratory forces of nature. Man is born 
of water. He is adapted to a physical environment, 
but he is more than physical. He is spiritual. Other- 
wise, he would be an animal, forever bound to a phy- 
sical existence. 

Through the Spirit man sees purpose and meaning 
of life. Through the Spirit man sees beauty and gran- 
deur and glory. Even the base and ugly such as the 
unclothed body and eating of food has been clothed 
and set in a place of beauty through the Spir- 
it. Man, then, is primarily a spiritual being. Those peo- 
ple who accentuate their body to show it off think 
of themselves as a body, but we are not primarily a 
body. We are spiritual. We were created in the image 
and likeness of God. 

God created Adam, in the Garden of Eden, a being 
who was perfected in love. He was in harmony with 
nature and in harmony with God. A perfect balance 
was wrought between the physical and the spiritual. 
The spiritual modified the physical and held the emo- 
tions and all other physical expression in subjection, 
so that beauty and love could be the natural ex- 
pression of divine law. Adam had life because spiritual 
life is the communion of a created spirit with the 
Spirit of the Creator. This life is expressed through 
the medium of light, truth, and love. However, there 
can be no expression unless there be life, which exists 
only if there be perfect harmony between the two 
spirits. Just as sickness and physical death result if 
the physical laws that govern the functioning of the 
body are broken and harmony is disrupted, so does 
spiritual death result when the spiritual laws are 
broken and the harmony of the spirits perverted. 

Adam sinned and sin is the transgression of the 
law. Adam was an eternal being who broke an eternal 
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law by committing a wilful act of sin. The results 
of this sin was passed upon all men. Man, without 
the merciful intervention of God, was without hope 
of redemption and would have remained in this state 
of death forever, without hope. The responsibility for 
this condition rests on man. God created him in per- 
fect harmony with the divine laws and man broke 
those laws wilfully. Therefore, he is degenerate and 
doomed to hell. There is no other place that he, in his 
lost state, can go. God is righteous, holy, and infinite 
in love and only those who are in harmony with Him 
and His perfect law of love can behold Him and stand 
in His presence. So man is doomed for hell where 
there is eternal separation from God. He is born that 
way, and except for the infinite love of God, there is 
nothing he can do about it. But God saw man’s 
condition and because of His boundless love He made 
a way of escape that man may have an opportunity 
to choose between good and evil. This opportunity 
was provided at great cost—the sacrifice of the only 
begotten Son of God. “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth on him should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” 

You must be born again. Your unregenerate spirit 
is dead. Sin has broken the harmony that should exist 
between the Spirit of God and the spirit of His crea- 
ture. If you are not born again, you are eternally 
dead. You must be born of the Spirit. You must be 
restored to harmony with God. 


What do we mean by being in harmony with God? 
We mean a state of being in which there is perfect 
communion between our spirit and the Spirit of God. 
“His Spirit beareth witness with our spirit that we are 
the sons of God.” This communion is expressed in love. 
God is love and His love is an outflowing love. It 
originates with God. He is the source of this love. 
“We love him because he first loved us.” Man cannot 
love with this divine love because he has no source 
within himself. He can only respond to the love of 
God if he is in tune with God, that is, if he is in har- 
mony with divine laws. 


This illustration is apt. Suppose there is a stringed 
instrument that has the power within itself to play. 
Suppose it is placed by the side of a conventional 
instrument which does not possess this power. Now, 
let the self-playing instrument play a beautiful melo- 
dy. Will the conventional instrument respond? Only 
if it meets two requirements. Its strings must be free 
to vibrate; they must not be bound. It must also be 
tuned the same frequency of wave energy as the 
source. If these requirements are met, the conven- 
tional instrument will play the same beautiful melody 
as the first. 

God seeks us through His divine love: We are wooed 
by the Spirit. We can react in one of two ways. We 
can rebel against the wooing of the Spirit, or we can 
repent of our sins and cry out for liberation. I would 
that all men would respond to the love of God! How 
beautiful is the soul that responds in perfect love! 
If we respond, our response would not remain pent 
up inside our being. It, indeed, could not. This love 


would radiate outward and influence the lives of all 
men. “By this shall all men know that ye are children 
of God if you have love one for another.” 


Love, the powerful, potent, irresistible, unseen force! 
Love! The ultimate expression of a redeemed soul! 


Conclusion: 


“Love suffereth long, and is kind; love envieth not; 
love vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, Doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; Rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth; Beareth all things, 
believeth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. Love never faileth; but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be tongues, 
they shall cease; whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. And now abideth faith, hope, love, these 
three; but the greatest of these is love,” 1 Corinthians 
13:4-8, 13.

we are living in the last days. In the Gospel of 
Luke Jesus tells His disciples about some of the 
signs which will indicate the nearness of His second 
coming. He says: 


“And there shall be signs in the sun, and in 
the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth 
distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and 
the waves roaring; Men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. And then shall they 
see the Son of man coming in a cloud with 
power and great glory. And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift 
up your heads; for your redemption draweth 
nigh,” Luke 21:25-28. 


Beloved, are not these scriptures being fulfilled 
right before our very eyes? So no matter what Sputnik 
is doing today, soon, very soon, there will appear 
in the heavens, “... the son of man coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory.”

sonal opinion that revival and mass evangeuistic ef- 
forts have been overemphasized in the church and 
too little emphasis placed on personal evangelism and 
soul-winning. 

It is not for a selfish purpose nor to minimize the 
importance of revival or mass evangelism that I refer 
to John 1:40-42, but rather to show that many of us 
have perhaps overlooked the real secret in soul- 
winning. These verses of Scripture tell us of the per- 
sonal work of Andrew in finding his brother, Simon 
Peter, and bringing him to Christ. It seems to be a 
proven fact that between 95 and 99 per cent of those 
who accept Christ are won by a particular person. 
Personal work is a field of endeavor where all may 
serve, and it surely presents a great challenge today. 
It gives an open door for each worker to labor where 
his influence is most remarkable. God has given to 
each of us a definite influence with some one or 
more persons. Realizing the importance of personal 
work, may we as the Church of God prepare our 
people for the task that lies before us in winning the 
lost for Christ and the church. 

If each member of the Church of God would win 
one soul to Christ and the church, without any loss 
in membership for two years, with our present mem- 
bership at 288,737, we would have 1,154,948 at our 
next General Assembly. —Calvin C. Wigley

MANY SOULS ARE being converted in 
our altars today, but I feel that too great a number 
pass through our doors unchanged. I am giving two 
reasons why I think this condition exists. 


1. Lack of originality in the pulpit. 


The evangelist’s sermon should be one of his own 
production, blending his God-given personality with 
anointed words in a long-reach and all-out effort for 
lost souls. His message must be more than the rapid 
fire of carefully chosen words that have been pre- 
pared by someone other than himself and which seem 
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to be especially designed to “tickle the ears” rather 
than convict the sinner. It is only the God-anointed 
Word and thought given us, as ministers, that cut 
deeply into the sin-sick soul and brings him to re- 
pentance. The “used sermon market,” though very 
beneficial, has been substituted too often for prayer 
and study, thus dealing evangelism a mortal blow. 


2. Lack of trained personal workers. 


After a soul has been convicted in the pew, he needs 
the wise and tactful assistance of a well-trained per- 
sonal worker to lead him on with God. Someone who 
is soft spoken, who is well versed in salvation Scrip- 
tures, and who really knows God for himself and how 
to explain His manifestations to others can effectively 
direct the unsaved to an altar of prayer. The wrong 
words and influence at this point can be very harmful. 
Many timid and shy souls have failed to go on with 
God because of the lack of proper spiritual guidance. 
“And he that winneth souls is wise.”

Highlights of Fifth Whrld Conference of Paittecostel CRaahis

ELEGATES CAME from 

every continent and the 

islands of the sea to at- 
tend the Fifth World Conference of 
Pentecostal Churches. 

Four delegates came from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain to repre- 
sent the thriving Pentecostal move- 
ment in Poland. More than forty 
other countries sent representatives 
to tell how God was pouring out 
His Spirit upon their people. 

_The Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion grounds in Toronto became a 
spiritual “United Nations” for the 
triennial event. The spacious Col- 
iseum arena, seating nearly 10,000 
with its facilities offered a con- 
venient conference centre on the 
Lake Ontario waterfront. 

People of all ages, colors, and 
customs were drawn together by a 
common bond—their faith in Christ 
and their fervent Pentecostal testi- 
mony. Immaculately dressed black 
children played and mingled with 
white children in the corridors. A 
young Eskimo lady from northern 
Alaska entered into the joyful pro- 
ceedings; interpreters stood in the 
midst of foreign language groups 
translating the proceedings into 
French, German, Italian, Swedish, 
Finnish, Polish, Ukrainian, Yugo- 
Sslavian, Eskimo, and occasionally 
into other languages. 

White-robed delegates from 
India and Scandinavians in na- 
tional costume added to the color 
of the gathering. Several hundred 
colored people from the U.S.A., and 
Bermuda, the West Indian Federa- 
tion, Ghana, and South Africa were 
among the delegates. Canada has 
no racial segregation. Blacks and 
whites sat side by side in the con- 


Editors at the World Pentecostal Conference in Toronto’ 
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gregation while Senator Gerald R. 
Wessels, of South Africa, intro- 
duced and embraced Rev. Nicholas 
Bhengu before the Zulu evangelist 
preached at the Wednesday night 
service. Both men stayed at the 
same headquarters hotel and 
shared the same dining room. 

None enjoyed the meetings more 
than the gray haired veterans of 
the Pentecostal revival who were 
deeply moved by the international 
conference. For men like A. H. 
Argue, one of Canada’s pioneer 
preachers who is now in his 
ninetieth year, and Martin 
Genischen, eighty-year-old pastor 
from West Berlin who has been 
active in the Pentecostal movement 
in Europe since 1908, the gathering 
was a dream come true. 

A choir of colored singers from 
the Church of God in Christ from 
the U.S.A., sang a number of hymns 
in their own hearty and rhythmic 
style. The varied musical program 
included featured artists such as 
the great Swedish tenor, Einar 
Waermo, Carl Oliverbring, Goran 
Stenlund, Professor Fague Spring- 
man of the Department of Music, 
University of Maryland, the guitar- 
strumming lady evangelists from 
Norway, and the Ambassadors’ 
male quartette from Flint, Michi- 


gan. 

A fifty-voice, male choir from 
Sweden, who sang before President 
Eisenhower before coming to 
Toronto, had an hour long concert, 
while a Ukrainian choir in national 
costume delighted the audi- 
ence with the Slavic minors. 
Hilding Halverson of Seattle con- 
ducted the regular 500-voice-choir 
throughout the event. 
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The conference was informal so 
that all Pentecostal people could 
participate without regard to their 
religious affiliation. This is the 
unique feature of the World Con- 
ferences. Some delegates represent- 
ed denominations having thou- 
sands of churches; other delegates 
represented independent congrega- 
tions not connected with any other. 
It was evident that the world- 
wide Pentecostal revival is bigger 
than most people realize. 

A bishop in the Latvian Lutheran 
Church brought greetings to the 
conference. He received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost in a DP 
camp in Europe. 

An American seminary professor 
likewise gave joyful testimony to 
the fact that he had received the 
Acts 2:4 experience even though he 
still called himself a Presbyterian 
—‘“‘a Pentecostal Presbyterian.” 

The conference lasted eight days, 
September 14-21. Night after night 
the Arena, which seats 10,000 was 
practically filled for the evange- 
listic services. Speakers at the eve- 
ning meetings included Percy S. 
Brewster (Wales), R. O. Corvin 
(Oklahoma), H. H. Barber 
(Canada), O. T. Jones (Pennsyl- 
vania), and Howard P. Courtney 
(California). After each evening 
sermon, Evangelist Watson Argue 
“threw out the gospel net’”’ and 
scores responded to his invitation to 
accept Christ as their personal Sav- 
iour. 

A host of young people stepped 
out to consecrate their lives to God 
after hearing a challenging mis- 
sionary address by Nicholas 
Bhengu (South Africa). 

One night the baptism of the

Holy Ghost was stressed by L. Heroo 
(Rhode Island) and the next eve- 
ning Richard Vinyard (Missouri) 
emphasized divine healing. A num- 
ber were filled with the Holy Ghost 
and a number received the Lord’s 
healing touch in these services. 

The prayer room was seldom 
empty. Before and after the meet- 
ings there were people waiting on 
God. The importance of prayer was 
impressed upon the conference by 
Tom Johnstone who led the prayer 
meeting at 8:45 each morning. 

On gmt | morning there was 
a Men’s Breakfast at which P. A. 
Gaglardi, a Pentecostal pastor in 
Kamloops, British Columbia, who 
is also Minister of Highways in the 
Provincial Government, was the 
speaker. The ladies, not to be out- 
done, had their own breakfast 
meeting with several speakers in- 
cluding Mrs. Leona Williams, of 
Long Beach, California, and Mrs. 
Cc. B. Smith of Peterboro, Ontario. 

Two network radio broadcasts 
marked the opening Sunday of the 
conference. In the afternoon CBC 
carried a half-hour broadcast when 
the Hon. Walter Dinsdale, MP., 
welcomed the conference on behalf 
of Prime Minister Diefenbaker and 
the Canadian Federal Government. 
The devotional address was given 
by Rev. Tom Johnstone, of Toronto. 
Following the evening service, the 
thirty-minute REVIVALTIME 
broadcast was sent out from the 
arena over 30 stations of the ABC 
network in the United States, with 
Toronto-born Rev. C. Morse Ward 
giving the address. 

The conference’s financial needs 
of more than $20,000 were met 
ee high pressure financial ap- 
peals. 

The high point of the entire con- 
ference came on the closing Sun- 
day afternoon when people poured 
in from all parts of Southern 
Ontario and the bordering states 
for a cotorful missionary rally. The 
afternoon speaker was Willard 
Cantelon. A “World Evangelization” 
offering of more than $5,000 was 
received which was given to each 
particular denominational desig- 
nated group. The weather did not 
permit the rally to be held at the 
a, as planned so the Col- 

eum Annex and prayer room were 
used to accommodate the overflow 
crowd. 

J. A. Synan, General Superin- 
tendent of the Pentecostal Holiness 
Church, sounded the conference 
keynote, when he spoke on the 
theme, “The Purpose of God in the 
Pentecostal Movement for This 
Hour.” Others who spoke on re- 
lated subjects included Donald 
Gee (England), R. Bryant Mitchell 
(Iowa), Leonard Steiner (Switzer- 
land), R. M. Riggs (Missouri), and 
C. R. Spain (Tennessee). 

Luther Turner (Michigan) spoke 
to the delegates on “The Blessed 
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Hope.” Alfred Webb (England) 
preached on “Personal Evangel- 
ism”; Harold Jefferies (Oregon) on 
“Mass Evangelism”; Oswald J. 
Smith (Canada) on “Literature 
Evangelism”; and Douglas S. Quy 
(England) on “Radio and TV 
Evangelism.” 

A panel moderated by Noel 
Perkin (Missouri) gave an inter- 
esting discussion on “The Indige- 
nous Church.” Members of the 
panel were Emilio Conde (Brazil), 
Nicholas Bhengu (South Africa), 
E. Lesnussa (Indonesia), and Mel- 
vin L. Hodges (Missouri). 

Lewi Pethrus, long-time pastor of 
the great Filadelfia Church in 
Stockholm, preached on Sunday 
morning following a communion 
service in which several thousand 
participated. 

The Conference messages are be- 
ing distributed to editors of Pente- 
costal magazines for publication. 
The Advisory Committee also de- 
cided to publish the addresses in 
permanent book form. Details as to 
when they will be available will be 
announced in Pentecostal maga- 
zines. 

The press, radio and television 
gave extensive coverage to the 
event. Some of the publicity cov- 
ered human interest aspects which 
did not present the real signifi- 
cance of the conference in meet- 
ing the challenge of the world’s 
contemporary problems. These were 
dealt with in sessions covering mass 
and personal evangelism, litera- 
ture evangelism, radio evangelism, 
and the principles and practices 
of the indigenous church in making 
the transition from “colonial mis- 
sion fields” to self-propagation and 
self-government. The latter for the 
most part escaped the attention of 
the press. 

An Advisory Committee was 
named to arrange for the 1961 
World Conference. Members were 
selected on a geographic basis, as 
follows: W. E. McAlister (Canada), 
H. P. Courtney, G. F. Lewis, Sam- 
uel Crouch (U.S.A.), Emilio Conde 
(Brazil), Lewi Pethrus (Sweden), 
Eino Manninen (Finland), G. R. 
Wessels (South Africa), John 
Carter (England), Nicholas Bhengu 
(South Africa), Leonard Steiner 
(Switzerland), Francis Toppi 
(Italy), E. Lesnussa (Indonesia), 
and Donald Gee (Editor of the 
World Conference authorized mag- 
azine, “Pentecost’’). 

The new Advisory Committee an- 
nounced that plans are being made 
to hold the Sixth World Pentecost- 
al Conference in Jerusalem, Israel, 
in 1961, the final decision de- 
pending upon the securing of suit- 
able conference facilities. Accord- 
ing to statistics, compiled by David 
J. duPlessis, there are approxi- 
mately 8,500,000 Pentecostal adher- 
ents throughout the world and one 


half of these are in North 


America. However, the World Con- 
ferences have all been in Europe 
until this year. Prior to Toronto 
the conferences were held in Swit- 


zerland, France, Sweden, and 
England. 
Walter E. McAlister of Canada, 


being chairman of the Advisory 
Committee, had charge of the 
Toronto conference. He was ably 
assisted by various members of the 
presidium and by many others. 

Public tribute was paid to the 
retiring members of the Advisory 
Committee who played an impor- 
tant part in making the 1958 con- 
ference a success; namely R. M. 
Riggs, David J. duPlessis and D. 
Lawrence Williams, Paul Walker, 
and Harry Liddle.

CRISFIELD, Md.—I testify of 
God’s marvelous healing power.

I was in the hos- 
pital 3 different times in 3 years 
and had all kinds of tests made. 
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Each time I was assured that it 
was the ulcer causing the pain 
and each time was told it was 
something I would have the rest 
of my life. 


July 5, 1958, I had an attack 
and left work because of such vio- 
lent vomiting and severe pain.

I was scheduled for the operation 
at 10 am., Tuesday, July 29. On 
the Sunday before, while our camp 
meeting was in progress, I sent 
for special prayer.

I went to the operating room 
as scheduled with the expectations 
of having 50 to 75 per cent of 
my intestines removed.

I had lived on a strict diet for 
3 years; the last six months I 
hea had nothing but baby food 
and milk. The second day after 
the operation they brought me 
bacon and eggs for breakfast, and 
for lunch they brought me a chick- 
en dinner. Dear readers only the 
power of God could perform such 
a modern day miracle as this. The 
doctor told Brother Sumner it was 
indeed a modern day miracle, and 
he was glad as we were about it. 
Tears mingled with joy and re- 
joicing as the surgeon, Mother, 
and Brother Sumner praised the 
Lord together. 


Today I am convalescing, eating
